Classmates  United 

Forty-four  years  following  graduation,  two  classmates 
were  united  when  Theresa  Brunner  Sutton  '36  and  hus- 
band Larry  visited  Avila  campus  and  saw  Sister  Rose 
Anthony  (Ruth  Marie  Schmitt  ’36).  When  Larry  retired  after 
thirty  years  in  the  service,  he  was  invited  to  be  Professor  in 
History  and  Political  Science  at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh 
at  Johnstown,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  taught  for  some 
years. 

He  presented  Avila,  “my  wife’s  alma  mater,”  an  auto- 
graphed copy  of  his  book  entitled,  The  King’s  Honor  and 
the  King’s  Cardinal:  The  War  of  Polish  Succession,  “the 
first  in  any  major  European  language  to  bring  together  the 
evidence  from  the  great  diplomatic  and  military  archives  of 
Europe,”  which  “reveals  the  very  essence  of  eighteenth- 
century  warfare,  with  its  grand  campaigns  as  formal  as 
minuets,  its  sieges  as  gentlemanly  as  court  reception. 

On  another  level,  the  plight  of  the  mercenaries  who  did 
much  of  the  fighting  yet  had  no  stake  in  the  conflict  beyond 
day-to-day  survival  is  portrayed  just  as  vividly  in  this 
clear-eyed  examination  of  a dynastic  war  and  its  setting.” 


Golden  Jubilees 

Sister  Felice  Helmes,  who  founded  the  Speech  and 
Theatre  Department  at  Avila  in  1 948  and  directed  it  for  over 
twenty-five  years  and  who  has  served  as  Coordinator  of 
the  Sisters  living  at  Avila  for  the  last  decade;  Sister  Ger- 
maine Matter  (formerly  known  as  Sister  Rita  Agnes),  who 
has  directed  the  French  Department  since  1946  and  has 
endeared  herself  to  a great  number  of  Avila  students  and 
was  in  charge  of  Resident  Students  for  some  years;  and 
Sister  Mary  Paul  Purfield,  Assistant  Librarian  since  1974, 
celebrated  their  Golden  Jubilees  as  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  of 
Carondelet  with  Masses  on  the  Feast  of  St.  Joseph,  March 
19,  and  March  20  in  the  Avila  College  Chapel. 

The  following  Sunday  they  joined  twenty-seven  of  the 
twenty-nine  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  in  the  St.  Louis  Province 
in  celebrating  Mass  at  Carondelet,  where  they  entered  the 
convent,  in  thanksgiving  to  God  for  the  graces  and 
blessings  of  their  fifty  years  in  the  religious  life. 


Care  for  the  Elderly 

Laurelle  O’Leary  ’38  was  invited  by  Representative  De 
Verne  Calloway  of  St.  Louis  to  speak  before  the  Social 
Services  and  Medicaid  Committee  of  the  Missouri  State 
Legislature  on  the  need  for  Day  Care  for  the  Elderly  at  a 
public  hearing  on  February  9 at  Jefferson  City. 

In  thanking  Laurelle  for  coming,  Representative  Callo- 
way wrote,  “If  anyone  could  be  called  the  star  witness  of  a 
public  hearing,  then  I certainly  feel  you  are  that  person.  It 
was  very  commendable  that  you  would  come  out  in  ex- 
treme winter  weather  and  speak  in  favor  of  an  issue  which 
is  so  close  to  your  personal  life.  I am  sure  that  the  commit- 
tee was  impressed  with  your  examples  of  the  human  ele- 
ment involved  with  caring  for  an  elderly  relative.”
